EX-GOV. ST. JOHN’S SON KILLS HIS WIFE. 


Finds a Mysterious Letter and in the Quar- 
rel Over It He Shoots, 

Oklahoma City, Ok., April 3.—Harry St. 
John, son of ex-Gov. St. John of Kansas and 
a member ot the last Oklahoma Legislature, 
shot and killed his wife this afternoon at hig 
home, two miles west of this city. By some 
means he had become possessed of a letter 
addressed to her and demanded to know the 
writer. This’ afternoon at 3 o’clock he hired. 
a buggy and drove out to his place and, secur- 
ing a guo. confronted hia wife with the let- 
ter, threatening to kill her if she did 
not disclose the author.

John was a Miss May Felbon. Her father, 
Willard Felbon, was formerly County Judge 
of Saguache County, Colo., and later Warden 
of the Colorado State Penitentiary. She 
leaves two small children. Coroner Black 
bas impaneled a jury, but a verdict will not 
be rendered till tomorrow. The dead woman 
was his second wife. His first wife, who is 
now living in Mlinois, secured a divorce from 
him in 1887, alleging drunkenness.

He 
was born in Michigan near Detroit, and: gradu- 
ated from the University of Michigan in 1870.

Washington, D. C., April 3.—The subject of 
the practice of medicine in the United States 
by Canadian medical students who have 
failed to pass the examinations required 
them to practice in the 
Province of Ontario is broughtto the atten- 
tion of the State Dep-rtment by a report from 
Consul Twitchell at Kingston, Canada. The 
Consul says that during the year 1894 100 
students were graduated from the Ontario 
Medical College. Of these fifty-three passed 
the exumination required by the Medical 
Council of the government before allowed to 
practice in Canada. The other forty-seven, 
the Consul thinks, probably went to the United 
States, where the graduation from the med- 
ical college permits them to practice in most 
of the States without further examination. 
This practice, he says, has been going on for 

ears, the less competent students coming 

ere and the more competent remaining in 
Canada. He suggests legislation by the sev- 
eral States to put an end to the custom, 


INCOME TAX RETURNS POURING IN,

pectations of the officials. As many as 
10,000 returns have already been received 
and are now being verified and are being re- 
corded.

SENATE REVERSES ITSELF AND PUTS 
THROUGH THE MEASURE, 


No Opposition Develops, the Only Speeches 
Being in Favor of the Principle and 
* Explaining the Votes=—Chicago Com- 
mittee Works for It and Other Good 


Bills=Fight on Lowenthal’s Criminal 


Release BilleTalk for Local Opticen in 
Land Taxation by Single Tax Advocates, 


Springfield, Ill., April 3.—[Special. |--The 
Legislature resumed business this morning 
at che old stand. Contrary to expectation the 
attendance was exceedingly large, and quite a 
bit of work was done on the floor of the House 
and Senate and in committees. 

The Senate reversed itself. Last week it 
beat the measure kygown as_ the Torrens bill, 
which is a simplification of the method of 
transferring titles. The matter has been be- 
fore the Legislature of Illinois for ten years 
now, and always has been fought by some of 
the lawyers and all of the abstractmakers. It 
was amended so as to relieve it from the ob- 
jections of the country members by a clause 
which made it applicable to ail counties but 
Cook ona majority vote of the people. At 
that it was beaten last week by a vote of yeas 
19 to nays 18, falling seven short of a ma- 
jority; Today it went through by a vote of 
yeas 32 to nays 3. The detailed vote was as 
foilows:

Washington Porter, William A. Bunn, L. 
A. Seeberger, Dunlap Smith, Theodore Shel- 
don, S. H. Dietrich, W. W. Baird. and C. L. 
Hammond, a delegation of representatives of 
the Real Estate Board, arrived this morning 
in the interest of the measure. The bill came 
up as a special order on a motion to reconsid- 
er the vote by which jt failed to pass. 

John Humphrey, who introduced the meas- 
ure in the Senate and has made a fight for it 
first, last; and all the time, busied himself in 
geting recruits for the measure. The only 
epeech of importance made in connection 
with the bill came from Senator Moses Sal- 
omon. He talked“about three minutes, but 
he said a good deal in that time. The prin- 
ciple, he declared, was greatly needea by the 
people of Cook County. It was almost an 
absolute necessity with them in order they 
might be afforded relief from the burdens of 
the abstract system in vogue in Cook County. 
There were only three firms in Chicago ‘that 
made abstracts that were accepted as evi- 
dence of title, and the cost of these abstracts 
to small property-owners was extravagant 
and burdensome. 

He had personal knowledge of instances 
where the cost of an abstract necessary to 
transfer the litle of a lot worth $200 had 
been made at half that amount. Rich prop- 
erty-owners could afford to pay these charges, 
but poor people could not. He begged the 
Senators to give the matter their careful at- 
tention and assist the passage of the bill. 

Senators Hamer-and Walls, in explanation 
of their votes, said the measure as amended 
applied only to Cook County and their con- 
stituents had no objection toit. It went 
through by a handsome majority and goes to 
the House, 2 

Senator Crawford votedin the negative. 
He gave the bill a hard fight when it was up 
last week, but this time he did not oppose it. 
He said he had received a number of requests 
from his constituents. asking him not to im- 
pede the progress of the measure. For that 
reason he kept quiet, but he is firm in the be- 
lief that the workings of the bill will be in- 
jurious. 

The delegation named will come here from 
time to time to urge the passage of the Tor- 
rens bill and one or two others of interest to 
Chicago people. This afternoon they ap- 
peared before the Senate Committee on Judi- 
ciary and secured favorable consideration of 
a measure of vonsiderable moment, It de- 
clares in brief that bonds given to secure rent

The House Committee on Judi- 
ciary had the same bill before it and will 
probably send it out at its next meeting. 


FIGHT CRIMINAL’S RELEASE BILL, 


Lowenthal’s Measure Finally Sent to Third 
Reading in the House—Other Measures. 
Springfield, Ill., April-3.—In the House 

Speaker Meyer announced the addition of 

Messrs. Schubert and Curley to the special 

committee appointed to investigate the al- 

leged pollution of the navigable streams of 
the State by distilleries and slaughter-houses. 

The House, under a suspension of the rules, 
took up House bills on second reading. Low- 
enthal’s bill in relation to the trial of per- 
sons charged with crime caused a wrangle. It 
provides that any person committed for a 
criminal offense or supposed crim- 
inal offense and not admitted to bai! and 
not tried at some term of the court commenc- 
ing within four months of the date of com- 
mitment, orif there is no term commencing 
within that time, then at or before the 
first term commencing after said four 
months, shall be set at liberty by the court 
unless the delay shall happen on the applica- 
tion of the prisoner or unless the court is sat- 
istied due exertion has been made to procure 
the evidence. on the part of the people and 
there is reasonable ground to believe the evi- 
dence may be procured at the next term, in 
which case a continuance may be granted. 

The bill was attacked by Mr. Caliahan, Mr, 
Graham, Mr. Stoskopf, and others on the 
ground that in many counties in which only 
two terms of court are held each year the ef- 
fect of the measure would be to set at liberty 
many criminals who, if the Sta.e’s-Attorney 
were given proper time to collect the evi- 
dence, would be convicted. The bill was de- 
fended by Messrs. Miller of Cook, Lowen. 
thal, Klein.-Revell, and others. A motion by 
Mr. Stoskopf to strike out the enacting clause 
was lost and the bill was advanced to third 
reading, as were the following:

Seer made the principal address, saying

“This is what is called local option in 
taxation. It is undoubtedly true that the 
masses of both the Republican and Demo- 
cratic parties,are not satisfied with our pres- 
ent system of taxation, whether national or 
local. Every one knows our system of tax- 
ation in the State of Illinois is corrupt—that 
is to say, the method of applying it is cor- 
rupt, and the system itself is obsolete. One 
county, a county which, I understand, has 
no railroads or telegraph, reports more 
safes and pianos than are assessed in all 
of Cook County. Our system of taxation 
in Chicago is so utterly rotten the State is 
unable to reach the value of the enormous 
franchises which corrupt municipal boards 
have in the past granted away. Now, the 
State of Illinois has no further interest in 
the manner in which taxes are collected 
than to say that each community shall 
pay into the State Treasury such proportion 
of taxes as the State is entitled to receive. 

“For instance, if a,certain county upon a 
fair assessment of all the property in that 
county ought to pay to the State of Illinois 
$60,000, the people of thaf®@ounty ought to be 
left to say how they shall raise the money. 
There are various systems of taxation. 
There is a system called the ‘ succession 
tax,’ adopted to some extent in the State of 
New York. Another system advocated by 
many reformers has for its basis the aboli- 
tion of the personal property tax. There is 
another system of taxation) which has many 
advocates and that is the single tax upon 
land values. It is the philosophical applica- 
tion both of the theory of a protective tax, 
and it is also the philosophical application 
of the Democratic doctrine of the direct tax, 
because it is the only tax which cannot be 
shifted. It is the only tax which when ap- 
plied does not increase the price of the art- 
icle taxed. If you tax land you levy a pro- 
tective tax for the benefit of labor. The 
State Federation of Labor and the Single 
Tax Associations of Illinois demand this reée- 
form, without which all other reforms will 
be valueless.’’

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It thus appears that your statement ds to 
the relative growth of population and of the 
joint output of gold and silver is erroneous 
to the extent of the difference between 29% 
and 85. May we suggest that explanation at 
this point is due to your readers? 

3. You here advance the further proposi- 
tion that an increase in accumulated wealth 
calls for a corresponding increase in the ’ 
amount of metallic money. Here again is a 
very broad and bold assumption without a 
hint of demonstration. A vast proportion of 
the world’s wealth—probably it might be 
safely said three-fourths—consists of fixed 
property such as lands, industrial plants, 


buildings, etc. These forms of wealth slow- 
ly change hands, and when they do the tran- 
saction is usually settled through checks 
and without any use of money. The in- 
crease in these relatively permanent kinds 
of property therefore calls for no appreci- 
able increase in the volume of metallic 
money. 

There are, however, forms of wealth an 
increase of which does necessitate an in- 
crease in the instruments of exchange; 
which instruments, however, need not nec- 
essarily be either gold or silver, but include 
any money from gold to notes of exchange. 
We here refer to commodities required for 
the sustentation, ‘clothing, comfort, recrea- 
tion, and satisfaction of the gustatory tastes 
of mankind. These are mainly the prepared 
products of the various crops, which are 
continuously going into consumption and 
are always subjects of sale andresale. The, 
exchanges of these products, in the various 
stages between raw material and their com- 
ing into the hands of the retail trader, are 
settled through checks and without the in- 
tervention of money; and therefore, in re- 
spect to the wholesale transactions in this 
class of property, an increase in their vol- 
ume cannot be said to require a “ propor- 
tionate’”’ nor any material increase in the 
volume of ‘money of any kind. The princi- 
pal requirement for the use of money comes 
from the purely retail commerce; the trans- 
actions of which are mainly setled in cur- 
rency, which may be coin or notes, accord- 
ing to the varying monetary systems of 
the different nations. ; 

In the foreign exchanges, however, there 
is a real and positive connection between the 
volume of commerce and the requirements 
for metallic money. A gain in the imports 
or exports involves an increase in the inter- 
national balances, which have to be largely 
settled through the transmission of coin or 
bullion. And further, an increase in thisin- 
ternational circulation of the metals re- 
quires an augmentation of metallic reserves 
in the reservoirs from which this circulation 
is drawn and to which it returns, But inves- 
tigation will show that the ratio of increase 
in the world’s commerce has been in a far 
lighter ratio within the last twenty years 
than the ratio of increase in the supply of 
the precious metals, As above shown, the 
increase in the product of the precious met- 
als between 1873 and 1893 was 85 per cent, 
The combined imports and exports of the 
six great commercial nations—the United 
States, the United Kingdom, France, Ger- 
many, Russia, and Austria~-Hungary—have 
risen, ‘within the same period, from $7,884,- 
000,000 to $8,582,000,000, or at the rate of 8% 
per cent; showing the growth in the produc- 
tion of the precious metals has been in ten- 
fold the ratio of the increase in internation- 
al trade. 

In view of this comparison between the 
course of the actual supply of the precious 
metals and the course of the legitimate re- 
quirements for an increase of metallic 
money we must claim; sir, that the product 
of gold ar@ silver during the last twenty 
years has ‘amounted toa large and.-positive 
inflation of the world’s stock of money; one 
effect of which is apparent in the existing 
unparalleled superabundance of idle gold in 
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the banks of Europe and in the exception- | en)

5. You tell your readérs that “‘ as nations 
are adopting the gold standard the strain on 
gold increases.”’ The only notable cases of 
nations puting themselves more completely 
on the gold basis within the last thirty years 
are those of Germany and Austria-Hungary; 
within the same three decades the world’s 
production of gold has amounted to $2,470,- 
000,000. Have you any objection to saying 
whether the absorption by these two gov- 
ernments has exceeded 7 per cent of these

"6. You affirm “that the output of gold is 
inadequate is demonstrated by the constant 
fall in prices.”” We submit that this isa pure 
case of petitio principil, a begging of the 
whole question; that your assumption is 
based purely on a theory which, in experi- 
ence, has been found to preponderantly run 
counter to facts; and that the fall in prices 
is amply accounted for by the fact that the 
introduction of new appliances of steam and 
machinery has, in the first place, immensely 
reduced the cost of production and, in the 
next place, created a production of commo- 
dities in excess of the world’s ability to con- 
sume. Will you say for what reasons you 
prefer your deduction based solely on theory 
to ours based upon acknowledged facts of 
experience which would ordinarily be ac- 
cepted as sufficient of themselves to account 
for the phenomenon? 

7. Referring to the home consumption of 
gold in the arts and manufactures, you 
write: ‘* The use of gold in the arts has of 
late greatly increased, the most conserva- 
tive estimate placing it at 75 per cent of 
the annual output from the mines.

could be included in a report they would - 


serve to swell the totals eonsiderably.. One 
company having a Western department in 
Chicago and which does an extensive farm 
business has had lasses during the three 
months on farm business alone amounting 
to more than $50,000. Of all this. sum I do 
not believe $2,500 has been reported in the 
newspapers or that it is included in The 
Tribune’s estimates. If one company has 
losses in this amount the sum of the losses 
of all the companies may be figured as run- 
ning up into the hundreds of thousands. 
Then there are of course a great many farm 
fires where no insurance is carried and 
which are not known to the insurance com- 
panies nor reported in the newspapers. 
Forest fires add greatly to the fire waste. In 
addition to the valuable timber destroyed, 
fences and outbuildings are burned along 
with farm houses and stacks of grain. The 
losses are so heavy, in fact, that it seems to 
me some legislation might be tried as an ex- 
periment having in view the reduction of 
this loss. 

‘More stringent building laws would, in 
my opinion, do much to remedy existing’ 
evils. Any one who has made a study of 
such matters must know there is room for 
vast improvement in the character of build- 
ings erected, not only in the cities but In the 
country. Flimsily “built buildings are a 
source of constant danger, not only for a 
fire, which would destroy them alone, but 
they are a menace to surrounding property. 
Faults of management add largely to the 
losses. No matter how well constructed a 
building may be, if trash be allowed to ac- 
cumulate about it, or if gas or electric fix- 


tures are poorly constructed or poorly main-- ’ 


tained, there exists the danger of fire. A 
law which would make flimsy construction 
punishable, and which would provide. pun- 
ishment for failure to keep the grounds free 
from rubbish, would effect a great saving.’ 
In Mexico, I am told, when a fire occurs the 
cause of which is not known the owner of 
the property destroyed is arrested and put. 
in jail, where he remains until he can prove 
his innocence. 
fire waste. Some insurance men go 80 far 


‘as to say one-third of all the fires are of in- 


cendiary origin, set either by the owner or 
by some other person for malicious pur- 
poses. I do not believe the ratiois nearly so 
vreat as this, but that there is a considera- 
ble percentage of fires due to incendiarism 
cannot be refuted. Valued policy laws and 
other laws of like character put a premium, 
upon crime, increase the fire waste of the 
country, and make insurance premiums 
greater than they would otherwise be. 
‘‘Losses from fires differ from many other 
losses. When fire sweeps a building there 
is so much of the stored labor of the world 
It is a mistake to figure that 
only insurance companies are losers by fires, 
as so many seem to believe. The insurance 
company acts as the middle man and col- 
lects from the many what is paid to the few. 
Where losses are heavy rates .are corre~ 


spondingly high, and it is to the interest of 


the insured as well as to the general public 
that. fire losses should be reduced tothe low- 
est possible limit.’’

CUT IN MARINE INSURANCE RATES. 


Rig Pool of Companies Starts Operations 
by Contracta with Daluth Parties, 

Duluth, Mirm., April 3.—{Special.]—A big 
pool of insurance companies has been 
formed, containing some of the largest Brit- 
igh, continental, and American companies, 
headed by the British and Foreign Insur- 
ance company, for a reduction of marine in- 
surance rates. It bids fair to drive out of 
business vessel agents on the whole chain 
of lakes. The pool has been working secret- 
ly and has already made many contracts on 
grain, flour, etc., at rates from 60 to 65 per 
cent lower than those in vogue last season. 
Insurance rates on grain from Duluth and 
Buffalo have ranged from 30 to 35 cents dur- 
ing the spring and summer and up to $1 or 
more in the late fall on each $100 of the val- 
vation of the risk. The new rates offered 
are 15 to 25 cents for steamers and about 40 
tents on barges. C. M. Crine of London, 
who has engineered the combination, says 
the companies in the pool can afford the re- 
duction, as they intend hereafter to do away 
with middlemen and transact all business 
The 
new pool has contracted for all the grain to 
be ‘shipped from Detroit and Toledo and 
have made several big contractsin Duluth. 
It is also attempting an entrance into the 
Chicago markét, but so far has met with 
poor success. One feature of the new poli- 
cies is a clause which was not inserted by 
the old companies. It includes all risk with- 
out limit of average. All losses are paid 
without regard to size. A meeting of under- 
writers was called to meet in Chicago and 
form a pool to meet the new rates, and the 
meeting was to have occurred yesterday..No 
new rates have yet been authorized, how- 
ever, and even should the old companies 
form a pool to drive the new pool out of the 
market it could not hope for success this 
season. 


FIRE DESTROYS OHIO RIVER PACKET. 


Colored Chambermaid Is Drowned=—Steam- 
er Capsizes on the Pacific Coxrst. 

Pomeroy, O., April 3.“The Pittsburg and 
Cincinnati packet Iron Queen was destroyed 
by fire at Antiquity, twelve miles above here, 
at 8 o’clock this morning. Mrs. Mattie Mal- 
ley,a colored cham bermaid; was drowned. All 
the passengers were saved, with most of their 
baggage. The boat was bound for Pittsburg. 
While lying at Antiquity a lamp exploded in 
the engine-rcom, enveloping the rear part of 
the boat in fire, which communicated to a lot 
of baled straw. Within a few moments the 
entire boat wasin flames. There were thirty 
passengers on board. Some of the women 
had to be carried off. Mate Shriver had to 
jump into the river. He was badly burned 
about the face and hands. The Iron Queen 
was built in 1892 and was valued at $60,000, 
insured for about balf that amount. The 
loss an cargo is $40,000, partly insused. 

New Whatcom, Wash., April 3.—The steam- 
er Buckeye, plying between this city and Fri- 
day Harbor, capsized in Bell:ngham Bay yes- 
terday. W. D. Jenkine, W. L. Asher, W. H. 
Bennett, and Mrs. H. Katzman, passengers, 
climbed out of the windows, but Mr. Katz- 
man was unable to get out of the cabin and 
must have drowned. The Captain and four of 
the crew and Jenkins and Mrs. Katzman got 
ashore in asmall boat. Bennett and Asher 
and the first officer took refuge on a life raft, 
which came ashore safely. 


SUIT AGAINST THE ESTATE OF BUTLER. 


Mrs. Sarah McDowell! Potter Seeks to Re- 
caver $128,000, 

Pittsfield, Mass, April 2.—[Special.]—One 
of the heaviest suits ever instituted in this 
county was. entered yesterday by Warner & 
Wright of this city, attorneys for Mrs. Sarah 
McDowell Potter of North Adams, egainst 
the estate of Benjamin F. Butler, 
the amount involved being mure than $100,- 
000. Mrs. Potter held in March, 1890, 
$100.000 worth of reai estate mortgages in 
Illinois, and between that time and Septem- 
ber of the same year, acting on the advice of 
Mr. Butler, she liquidated these securi- 
ties, realizing the [uli amount in cash. 
The declaration says that she was in- 
veigled into investing $97,004 of this 
amount in stocks in the San Miguel Gold 
Placer company of Colorado, of which Gen. 
Butler was the President. Shortly after the 
investment the company went into insol- 
vency, and when the property was disposed of 
it was bought in by the original company 
through Butler. The entire amount sought 
to be recovered is, with interest, now near:y

Maj. Hamilton, Who Planned the Escape 
f-om Libby, Slain itn Kentucky. 
Lexington, Ky., April 3.—{Special.]—Maj. 
Andrew Jackson Hamilton, aged 57, who 
was Major of the Twelfth Kentucky Caval- 
ry and who planned and superintended the 
famous tunnel escape from Libby Prison, 
was murdered in Reedville, Butler County, 
last night by Sam Spencer during a drunken 
quarrel. Spencer denied all knowledge of 
che crime, but Alfred Belcher, who was with 
them, confessed that Spencer had fired the 
fatal shot. The Major was a gallant Union 
soldier. There is strong talk of lynching 
Spencer, but the county officers have as- 
sured the Major’s friends that Spencer will 
be speedily tried.

NEED OFA SEPARATE BALLOT. 

The vote cast on the civil service proposi- 
tion illustrates the wisdom of abandoning the 
old manner of printing such propositions on 
the officiai ballot. Last fall the total vote 
was about 270,000. Two questions’ were 

submitted to the people. One of them was a 
constitutional amendment, in the ratification 
of which all the labor leaders were interested 
and which they worked hard to have the work- 
ingmeti vote for. Yet only 60,000 persons 
marked their ballots, or lessthan one in four. 
There was submitted also a proposition to 
issue county bonds to build-a new court- 
house. That should have interested both 
those who would have had to pay. the higher 
taxes the bond issue would have nevessitated 

and also those to whom the contemplated 


only 75,000 persons marked their baliots on 
this question. 

The civil service proposition was put at the 
head of the official ballot instead of déwn in 
the lower corner. It was displayed conspicu- 
ously. It was so much in evidence that it 
is difficult to see how any one could fail to 
notice it. As the result of this greater prom- 
inence out of 260,000 men who Voted for 
candidates for Mayor 163,000 marked their 
ballots for or against civil service reform. 
This was more than three out of every five, 
instead of one out of every four, 

If the ballot had been printed in the old- 
fashioned way the vote, in spite of the inter- 
est taken in the subject, would have fallen 
- below 100,000, If, on the other hand, the 
proposition had been printed on a separate 
slip of paper the vote would have risen nearly 
up to that cast for the candidates for Mayor.

WHY NOT “ TELL THE TRUTH”? 

Mayor Hopkins and some other prominent 
Democrats are endeavoring ‘to explain why 
everything went wrong with them the day be- 
fore yesterday. They charge their defeat to 
the ‘hard times,”’ to the lack of a sufficiently 
large slush fund, and to the surprising failure 
of the Germans to vote for a man because he 
had a German name, 

Why do they’ not come out and tell the 
truth? Why do they beat their Lreaste and 
cry **mea culpa, mea maxima culpa’? For 
if it had not been for their outrageous con- 
duct they would not have been whipped as 
they were. If they had not misgoverned the 
city so frightfully Swift’s majority would not 
have been so phenomenal. 
selves odidus to the people and to a portion of 
the members of their own party, and they had 
to pay for it. 

Machine misgovernment is what drove the 
many nails in the coffins of Hopkins and his 
pals. Last fall’s election showed the voters 
had had enough of Democratic misrule in 
State and county. ‘Thereupon Hopkins came 
out with professions of réform. It was too 
late. Noone believed him. The voters were 
repelled by his hypocrisy rather than caught 
by his civil service commission. 

Democrats who had been ridden over ruth- 
lessly by his machine availed themselves 
gladly of an opportunity to kill two birds 
with one stone—to elect a good man Mayor 
and to rebuke Hopkins. Men who never 
voted a Republican ticket before did so Tues- 
day just in order to serve notice on Hopkins 
that he must let go his grip. Of the men 
who voted the People’s tiéket last fall some 
went back to the Demccratic party, whence 
they came. But several*thousand Democrats 
quietly voted against Wenter to read Hopkins 
a lesson. 

What he should do is to own up that he has 
been a failure as a-boss, and has cost his party 
two defeats. and will cost it more if he at- 
empts to dictate its course in the future. 
Tueaday’s vote was a vote of censure for hirft 
and his methods. He ought to own up that 
he is the cause of Wenter’s defeat and drop 
out of politics. 

TORRENS BILL PASSES THE SENATE. 

Yesterday the Senate passed the Torrens 
land transfer bill—yeas 31, nays 3. Now it 
goesto the House, which ought to imitate 
the example of the Senate'‘and pass a bill 
which this county wants, which nearly all 
the representatives from this county are for, 
and which cannot be harmful to other 
counties because it cannot go into effect 
there without a precedent popular vote. This 
being the case members from outside counties 
ought to vote for this bill, even if they do not 
think it has all the merits which are claimed 
for it. They should be willing to admit that 
the real estate owners of this county have 
sufficient intelligence to know whether the 
Torrens system wiil be of any use to them. 

An attempt bas been made to arouse preju- 
dice against this measure by alleging that it 
is for the pecuniary benefit of the real estate 
men of this city and nobody else. If the 
»ill should pass and the inethod of land reg- 
istration set forthin it should come into use 
here the real estate agents certainly would 
be benefited, because as land would be trans- 
ferable more easily they would do more bus- 
inees in less time. They would make no more 
on dny one transaction than they do now, 
and would make less often, but there would 
be more sales and they would do more bus- 
iners. 

The great beneficiaries, if the Torrens 
system has the merits claimed for it, will be 
the sellers and the purchasers of land and 
those who borrow money onit. They are the 
ones who pay the heavy tolls of abstract- 
makers and examiners of tities.. The man 
who wishes to borrow the money with which 
to improve his lot has to pay a heavy sum iu 
otder that the lender may be satisfied his 
title is all that it should be, 

It is small business to attempt totry to 
block the passage of the Torrens bill by an 
assertion that it is tor the exclusive benefit of 
one set of men. A measure which will 
simplify, facilitate, and cheapen the transfer 
of land is of benefit to almost ail classes—to 
the workingman who is trying to build him- 
self a cottage home or the capitalists who 
wish to put up a sixteen-story office building.

ORAL CHARGES TO JURIES, 

A billhbas been introduced at Springfield 
which empowers Judges at their discretion tu 
charge juries orally. At present the statute 
compels the Judge todoso in writing. Ina 
criminal case the lawyer for the defendant 
hands the Judge a mass of manuscript labeled 
‘* instructions for the defense.’’ The State’s- 
Attorney hands him a mass of instruction 
for .the prosecution. The Judge ‘is re- 
to wade through this ‘mass 
of matter. If an instruction is asked which 
the Judge feels he cannot give he writes on 
the margin ‘refused.’ If he approves he 
writes on the margin ‘“‘given.”’ Then after 
having licked into shape this pile of contra- 
dictory materials he adds some. instructions 
of his own if he feels like it. 

This precious heap of stuff is “taken to the 
jury in their retirement and returned by them 
with their verdict into court.” If the jurors 
cannot understand an instruction they can ap- 
peal to the Judge for light, but he ** must not 
qualify, modify, or in any manner explain 
the same to the jury otherwise than in writ- 
ing.’’ That is, he must add to their bewilder- 
ment and to the yoluminous collection of lit- 
erature handed to them presumptively for‘ 
their perusal. 

But juries rarely bother their heads with 
instructions and seldom come into court to 
find out what they mean. They do not read 
the trash, but make up their minds irrespect- 
ive of it. Were they to plunge into those 
mazes of legal technology and, verbosity they 
would not egree in a single case, 

Yet the Supreme Court is failing into the 
habit of deciding appeals on the merits of the 
instructions rather than on the merits of the 
case. Except where a case is so h-pelessly 
clear that there is no room for question the 
court devotes most of its time to studying the 
instructions to see whether there was any flaw 
in them. It reverses a verdict on the ground 
that the jurors were influenced bya certain 
wrong instruction. But, asa matter of fact, 
the jurors did not pay the least attention to it. 
Or the court says that if an instruction which 
was tefused had been given the jury might 
havefounda different verdict. But had it 
been given the jury would not have read or 
understood it.

Such a change as 
this in the law will lessen greatly the labors 
of the Supreme Court, and will further both 
criminal and civil justice. 
ENGLAND IN THE MEDITERRANEAN. 
The current number of the Nineteenth 
Century contains an article upon England’s 
Mediterranean policy by Mr. W. Laird 
Clowes, an authority on naval affairs, which 
willbe likely to ptovoke sharp criticism as 
well as general discussion among the English 
people. Mr. Clowes proposes that England 
shall evacuate Egypt, Cypress, and Malta at 
once, and then occupy Tangier and fortify 
the island of Perim and Cape Bab-el-Mandeb., 
He further suggests that Ezgypt should be 
transferred to France, receiving in return the 
control of Tangier and the Morocco eea- 
coast. Cypress should be restored to Turkey 
and Maita be given to Catholic Europe as a 
last resort for the Pope, All this he recom- 
mends as the method for ridding England of 
the expensive duty of keeping up a permanent 
fleet in the Mediterranean. He contends that 
the mass of the people have no interest in 


ness to help keep the Sick Man of Europe on 
his shaky throne, and that the only safe road 
to Irdia is around the Cape of Good Hope, 
since the Suez Canal could not be used in 
time of war. He would have Engiand con- 
trol the entrance into the Mediterranean with 
a station at Tangier, where its squadron could 
he supported from .the channel. In other 
words, he would hawe England get out of the 
Mediterranean altogether and seal up the 
entrances to that and the Red Sea. 

British satesmen will be slow to accept 
Mr. Clowes’ advice, and yet the day may come 
when they wi!l wish they had, But to accept 
it now would be to surrender Egyptto France 
and Constantinople to Russia without a strug- 
gie. So long as Italy does not join France 
to put Englard outof the Mediterrarean it 
is very doubtful whether France will be any 
more able to oust her therefrom than she 
wis in Bonaparte’s time. Still thereis great 
force in Mr. Clowes’ argument for the con- 
centration of English power at vital points, 
which done, he contends, England would oc- 
cupy strong strategic positions while at the 
same time her fleet released from the busi- 
ness of looking after other people’s interests 
would be left free to guard the interest of the 
British Empire, a point of view which is 
urged by another English authority, Lieut. 
Col, Elsdale, as well as by our own eminent 
naval authority, Capt. Mahan of the good

publicans will have to contend against an un- 
just apportionment, which places then at a 
great disadvantage.

If, for instance, it sends to the Gov- 
ernor such a measure as the gamblers’ bill, 
that will be equivalent to slapping in the face 
every man who does not believe in the pro- 
motion of. pool selliig. Any such men or 
whom party obligations may weigh lightly 
will be tempted greatly to give’ Democratic 
legisiutive candidates the preference next 
time. 

The Republicans have-passed a civil service 
reform bill, Let them go on as they have be- 
gun. Let them reform the methods of court 
procedure. Let them carry out other re- 
forms, the need of which has been pressed 
upon them.

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A MOCKERY OF JUSTICE, 

Nearly two years ago there Wasa Mayoralty 
election in Aurora.

The 
defeated candidate began a contest at onte, 
claiming that the votes had not been counted 
correctly, especially in one ward. The County 
Court ordered a recount, which showed a 
majority of twenty-two votes for the conteat- 
ant.

The contestee would not give up the fight. 
He claimed that ore of the ballot package; 
wes found to have been opened when the re- 
count was had and that therefore those bailots 
could not be counted. This is what Judge 
Prendergast held when the Smith-Harrison 
case was under consideration in his court. So 
the contestee appealed to the Supreme Court, 
which has just handed down its decision sus- 
taining the County Court and refusing to sus- 
‘tain the ruling in the Smith contest, 

Therefore at this time, with only a month 
of his tegm left, the contestant is solemniy 
deciared to have been elected Mayor two 
years ago. That isa nearer approach to jus- 
tice than has ever been secured in Chicago, 
and yet what a farce it it. The man the peo- 
ple did not elect has acted as Mayor for twen- 
ty-three months and the person they did elect 
will serve only one month, The questions in- 
volved in this contest were simple ones. The 
total vote cast did not exceed 4,500. Yet it 
took nearly two years to determine who 
should be Mayor, 

There isa bill before the tiiisatens to 
amend the contest law so that suits may be 
expedited, Provision is made among other 
things for an immediate t of the votes. 
At present under the most favorable circum- 
stances it takes three or more months to se- 
cure it, This excellent measure does .not 
seem to be making much headway.

Green must always have a large following 
among artists and art lovers, for, as Mr. 
Wilde has pointed out, an appreciation of it 
is a sure sign of a subtle artistic tempera- 
ment, says the Realm. There is something 
net. quite good, something almost sinister, 
about it—at least in its more complex forms, 
though in its simple form, as we find it in 
outdoor nature, it is innocent enough; and, 
indeed, is it not used in colloquial metaphor 
as an adjective for innocence itself? Inno- 
cence has but two colors—white or green. 
But Becky Sharp’s eyes also were green, 
and the green of the esthete does not suggest 
innocence. There will always be wearers 
of the green carnation; but the popular 
vogue which green has enjoyed for the last 
ten or fifteen years’is probably passing. 
Even the esthete himself would seem to be 
growing a little weary of its indefinitely di- 
vided tones and to be anxious for a color 
sensation somewhat more positive than 
those to be gained from almost impercepti- 
ble nuances of green. 

Jaded with overrefinements and supersub- 
tleties, we seem in many directions to be 


Blue, crude and unsoftened, and a form of 
magenta have recently had a short innings, 
and now the triumph of yellow is imminent. 
Of course a love for green implies some re- 
gard for yellow, and in our so-called esthet- 
ic renaissance the sunflower went before 
the green carnation—which is indeed the 
badge of but a small schism of esthetes, 
and not worn by the great body of the saner, 
more cathelic, lovers of beauty. 

Yellow is becoming more and more domi- 
nant in decoration—in wall-papers and flow- 
ers cultivated with decorative intention, 
such aschrysanthemums. And one can eas- 
ily understand why, seeing that, after 
white, yellow reflects more light than any 
other color, and thus ministers.to the grow- 
ing preference for light and joyous rooms. 
A few yellow chrysanthemums will make a 
small room look twice its size, and when the 
sun comes out upon a yellow wall-paper the 
who® room seems suddenly to expand, to 
open like a flower. When it falls upon «a 
pot of yellow chrysanthemums and sets 
them ablaze it seems as though one had an 
angel in the room. Billposters are begin- 
ing to discover the attractive qualities of 
the color. 

The most recent boom of the color comes 
from the publishers, and particularly from 
the Bodley Head. The Yellow Book with 
any other color would hardly have sold as 
well—the first private edition of Mr. Arthur 
Benson's peems, by the way, came capari- 
soned in yellow, and with the identical 
name, Le Cahier Jaune—and there seems no 
reason beyond its title for the success or 
“The Yellow Aster.”’ In literature, indeed, 
yellow has long been the color of romance. 
The word ‘‘ yellowback ”’’ witnesses its close 
association with fiction; and in France, as 
we know, it is the all but universal custom 
to bind books in yellow paper. Mr. Heine- 
mann and Mr. Unwin have endeavored to 
naturalize the custom here, but though in 
cloth yellow has emphatically ‘“‘ caught on,”’ 
in paper it still hangs fire. 

The A BC Railway Guide is probably the 
only conspicuous exception, and that, it is 
hoped, is not fiction. Mr. Lang has recent- 
ly followed the fashion with his Yellow 
Fairy Book; and, indeed, one of the best- 
known figures in fairydom is yellow—name- 
ly: the Yellow Dwarf. Yellow, always a 
prominent Oriental color, is at the moment 
of peculiar significance in the Far East; for 
are not the sorrows of a certain high Chi- 
nese @fficial intimately connected with the 
fatal color? The Yellow Book, the Yellow 
Aster, the ¥YeHow Jacket!—and the yellow 
fever, like Orion’ Horne’s sunshine, is al- 
ways with us somewhere in the world. The 
same applies also, we suppose, to the Yel- 
low Sea. 

Till one comes to think of it, one hardly 
realizes how many important and pleasant 
things-in life are yellow. 


Tokio, Japan. 

We do not know, says the New York Sun, 
that more than two large cities in theUnited 
States or in the world have grown more rap- 
idly than the City of Tokio, the capital of 
Japan. Its population has more than 
doubled within the last twenty years. Ac- 
cording to a statement made in the year 1874, 
which we believe to have been correct, its 
population then was 800,000; according to 
the Tokio official sanitary report recently is- 
sued, its population last year was over 
1,858,000. This is a marvelous growth, just 
about equal to that of New York City during 
the same time. The population of Tokio fol- 
lows close upon the heels of that of the Em- 
pire City of the United States, and is far 
greater than that of Chicago, as given in the 
school census taken two years ago. In the 
last four years Tokio has gained over halfa 
million in numbers. Tokio is now the fourth 
largest city in the world, larger than 
Vienna, if not than Berlin, larger than Can- 
ton, and surpassed only by London, Paris, 
and New York. 

It is a city of high civilization, of exceed- 
ing enterprise and industry. It is an ex- 
‘traordinarily healthy city, the death rate 
for last year being a fraction less than 20 
in the 1,000. The latest report of its “‘ health 
director” contains a very satisfactory ac- 
count of its sanitary condition. The growth 
‘and improvement of Tokio within recent 
years may be largely attributed to the lib- 
eralization of the political institutions of 
the country and to the vast increase of the 
city’s industries and commerce. As the res- 
idence of the Emperor, the place of assem- 
blage of Parliament, and the headquarters 
of the imperial government offices, it is a 
place of great politicalactivity. As the seat 
of an illustrious university and numerous 
other educational institutions it is a center 
of learning. It has a serviceable harbor, 
which has been improved. It isa city of the- 
atres, temples, and groves, railroads, elec- 
tric lights, newspapers, and all the other 
modern things. There is not ahy reason 
to doubt the continued growth of the pro- 
gressive Japanese City of Tokio. 


Smallest Republic in the World, 

San Marino, Italy, is the smallest republic 
in the worid. It has an area of seventeen 
square miles. Its population is 8,000. The 
“Arringo’”’ was its first political society. 
This developed into the Sovereign Council; 
a body of sixty’ elected by the people. To 
avoid favoritism justice is administered by a 
stranger. The army is made up of all male 
citizens from 16 to 60 years old, This con- 
sists of nine companies of 140 soldiers each, 
or 1,360 men in all. The receipts.and ex- 
penditures about balance, each being a little 
over $20,000. Of this amount $6,000 is de- 
voted to the army. There is no public debt. 
There are a public library, hospital, a cathe- 
dral, and a university. 

Today the Government of Italy gracefully 
grants the Independence of the little repub- 
lic standing aloft in its midst. 

San Marino abounds in political episode. 
Napoleon I., when First Consul, dispatched 
to the little republic an.envoy with thiswnes- 
sage: 

‘“*I come in behalf of Gen. Bonaparte in 
the name of the French Republic to give as- 
= of peace and an inviolable friend- 
snip

DAINTY OSCAR'S (AREER I8 EX POSED. 


Sensational Testimony in His Libel Suit 
Against Queensberry. 

Loadon, April 3.—Every available inch of 
the Old Bailey was occupied this morning 
when the Marquis of Queensberry surren- 
dered to bail and the libel suit brought against 
him by Oscar Wilde was opened before Jus- 
tice Collins. Oscar Wiide charges the Mar- 
quis of Queensberry with libel by leaving 
Feb. 28 an uncovered card at the Albemarie 
club, on which were written certain foul epi- 
thets. Asa result Mr. Wilde March 2 caused 
the arrest of the. Marquis of Queensberry, 
and the latter, at the Marlborough Street 
Police Court, was placed under £1,500 
($7,500) . bail. The; Marquis answered 
to the indictment by pleading, first, 
not guilty. and, secondly, that the 
libel was true, and that it was published 
for the public good. The Marquis seemed 


junconcerned, and replying to the questions 
put to him he spoke quietly and clearly. 


Sir Edward Clarke, formerly Solicitor-Gen- 
eral, in opening the case, said the card left at 
the Albemarle club for Mr. Wilde was one of 
the visiting cards of the Marquis of Queens- 
berry, and it was upon this that the libe! was 
written. Continuing coynsel said certain let- 
ters adaressed by the plaintiff to Lord Alfred 
Douglas, second son of the Marquis of 
Queensberry, were brought to pjaintiff by a 
man who said he was in distress, and Mr. 
Wilde gave him £20 ($100) with which to 
pay his passage to America. Another letter 
was handed to Beerbohm Tree,:who gave it to 
the plaintiff. Counsel then recounted the 
facts already known in the case. 

Oscar Is Languid. 

Oscar Wilde was then called and he Janguid- 
ly arose from the solicitor’s table, where he 
was seated, and entered the witness box. The 
plaintiff was fauitlessly dressed ina long 
black frock coat and carried his gloves in his 
hand, showing his fingers to be covered with 
rings. He was pale, but was seemingly com- 
posed. Wilde spoke with his customary 
drawl, leaning his arms upon the rail of the 
witness box and replying distinctly to the 
questions addressed to him. The jury, which 
was composed of intelligent men of elderly 
appearance, mainly prosperous tradesmen, 
eyed him with curiosity. Counsel for the 
plaintiff,asked the witness about the man to 
whom he had given £20 ($100) with which 
to pay his passage to America. Witness 
said : 

“The man told me he had been offered 
£60 ($300) for the letter and I advised him 
to immediately accept it. But finally I gave 


-him the money in order to relieve his distress 


and he gave me the letter,”’ 

The document referred to was here pro- 
duced in court and was handed to Justice 
Collins. The letter referred to the ‘' rose-red 
lips’? of Lord Alfred Douglas, and the writer 
addressed him as ‘*My own boy’”’ and asked 
‘*Why are you alone in London?’ The let- 
ter was signed ‘‘With undying love, Oscar.” 

Counsel, in explainimg this letter, said it 

ight seem extravagant to those who were in 
the habit of writing commercial letters; but 
he added, it was mere poetry. 

Reade Oscar's Book. 

Interest in the case was’ heightened when 
Sir Edward Clarke, upon finishing the direct 
examination of his client, turned the latter 
over to E. H. Carson, Q. C., M. P., counsel 
for the Marquis of Queensberry, for cross-ex- 
amination. Mr. Carson began the presenta- 
tion of the case for the Marquis by reading 
passages from “‘ Dorian Gray,”’ one of Oscar 
Wilde’s novels of modern life. The plaint- 
iff followed counsel with a copy of the book. 

Wilde testified to the fact that the man to 
whom he gave £20 ($100) on receipt of the 
letter in which he has referred to the “ rose- 
red lips’ of Lord Alfred Douglas, which 
amount was used to pay his passage to Amer- 
ica, was named Wood. Replying to other 


questions put to him by Mr. Carson Wilde 


said the letter to Lord Alfred was ‘“ merely 
poetical,” and he added that he had “ undy- 
ing love” for Lord Alfred, who, he said, was 
his best friend. The man Wood, he added, 
was introduced to him oy Lord Alfred Doug-., 
las, who asked him to befriend the man. 
Wilde and Wood, it was also shown by the 
cross-examination, addressed each other by 
their Christian names. 

It was also developed during the cross-ex- 
amination that Wilde was concerned merely 
with literature, beauty, wit, and emotion. He 
rarely thought if anything he wrote was true; 
indeed, he might .say never,in regard to 
** Dorian Gray.”’ 

Sir Edward Clarke objected to Mr. Carson 
cross-examining his client on that novel, as it 
appeared in an American magazine and not 
as it was published in England. Wilde there- 
upon descended from the witness box and 
whispered a few words to his counsel, after 
which Sir Edward, Clarke withdrew his ob- 
jection. The cross-examination was severe. 
| Oscur Doesn't Care. 

Mr. Carson drew out Wilde’s opinions re- 


garding literature in general, to which line of 


cross-examination the plaintiff made many 
smart responses in the same line as in his 


plays.

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WANTS BOTH METALS. 


MR. BALFOUR DE&OLARES FOR THE 
DOUBLE STANDARD. 


Annual Meeting of the Bimotallic League 
Is Held in London=—The Great Conserv- 
ative Leader of the House of Commons 
Makes an €loquent and Convincing 
Speech Showing Why Eagtand Must in 
-Justice to Ite Merchants Adopt the 
Bimetallic Idea. 


London, April 3.—The annual meeting of 
the Bimetallic Leugue was held today at the 
Mansion House. Sir Joseph Dimsdale pre- 
sided. Among those present were Lord 
George Hamilton, the Duke of Fife, and Sir 
Donald H. McFarlane, and Charles H. Vin- 
cent, members of the House of Commons. 
A. J. Balfour, Conservative leader in the 
House of Commons, made a strong speech in 
favor of a double standard. He said the 
belief in bimetallism was growing, not only 
in London and elsewhere in Great 
Britain but throughout the civilized world. 
One great change was noticeable, It was 
séidom now asserted that bimetallism was in- 
trinsicaily impossible. Formerly a bimetal- 
list was regarded asa dangerous faddist. 
Economists who placed value on the Jessons 
of experience had before them the irrefutable 
fact that, while the Latin nations maintained 
the bimetallic system, the par of exchange of 
gold and silver was preserved for the whole 
world, despite wars, industrial revolutions, 
and discoveries of the precious metals. Some 
persons admitted that monorhetaliism in a 
large portion of the world had depreciated 
prices and put a bound on imports. Thus, 
for instance, 
India and other countries wheat at a price be- 
low its legitimate value, and these persons de- 
ciared that this was an advantage to the con- 
sumers, and therefore benefited the mass of 
the commubpity. 


Men Are Not Foolish. 


Mr. Balfour declared, however, that he was 
convinced nobody .in the city was so foolish 
as to suppose that the interests of Great 
Britain benefited generally by an unlimited 
fall in prices, nor that any large body of city 
men Was so unscrupulous as to desire that the 
debts owed them by foreign nations shouid 
be artificially augmented {by a change in. the 
value of the currency in which they were 
paid. [Cheers.}] Another argument was that 
the banking supremacy of London would 
be threatened by a currency change, but no 
monometallist was ever able to explain how, 
He convended that London, as the financial 
center of the world, would gain rather than 
lose by anything placing the currency of the 
world on a sounder basis. The third argu- 
ment was absurd. This was that a change 
would depreciate gold and, therefore, persons 
having deposits in banks payable in gold 
would withdraw them instantly. The 
change threatened thus. to cause such 
a commercial crisis as the world had 
never seen. This argument was  sup- 
ported by Mr. Gladstone and Sir William 
Vernon Harcourt. Though a panic was prob- 
ably unreasonable there appeared to him no 
grounds to suppose that the people would do 
anything so inordinately silly as to withdraw 
their deposits because the world’s currency 
was goingto be put ona stable basis, which, 
except in particular international, transac- 
tions, they have never discovered, and which, 
except for its slow effect on the great move- 
ments of commerce, would have no effect on 
private individual convenience. The fourth 
and strongest argument was, * let weil enough 
alone,”’ but bimetallists asked was it well 
enough. 

Isolation Is a Folly. 


People talked of the excellence of the Brit- 
ish system, but they found, although the gold 
standard obiained in Great Britain, that silver 
is the currency of Hong Kong and the straits 
settlements, while in India debts are paid in 
something which is neither silver nor gold, 
but the strangest product of monometaliic 
ingenuity the world has ever seen, and as 
arbitrary as any forced paper currency and as 
expensive as any metallic currency the world 
had ever heard of—a standard varying 
according _to the arbitrary will of 
the .-Finance Minister of India. This 
triple system was manifestly ridiculous, 
Some alteration of this system was impara- 
tively required. If Britons turned to the 
world at large they would find the case much 
stronger. To consider home interests alone 
in framing a currency, while Great Britain 
was connected with foreign countries by 
every commercial tie, was a violation of the 
common sense of every practicable business. 
man. When the country depended for its 
bread on foreign nations, and if it were cut 
off, coyld not live a day and would have ruin 
staring it in the face, it was the height of folly 
to attempt isolation respecting the currency 
medium. Hedid not, believe the common 
sense of the nation would long tolerate such 
a state of things. In view of what was pro- 
ceeding in America, Germany, and France, 
and even in Great. Britain, he was convinced 
that men of all classes would soon combine 
to end the reproach to our civilization. 


JAPAN WILL ARRANGE A GOLD BAsIS, 
Demand of $400,000,000 from China in 
This Metal Is an Importint Move.. 

Washington, D. C., April 3.—[Special. }— 
Announcement that Japan would demand a 
war indemnity of $400,000,000 in gold 
from China agrees with the information on 
that subject in Washington. Information to 
this effect has been received by officials of 
the Treasury Department, and it is under. 
stood that this will be the first step by Japan 
in the direction of putting its financial sys- 
tem on a gold basis. At the time the war 
broke out a Japanese Monetary Commission 
was in session considering the question of re- 
vising the monetary system of the country 
and adopting the gold basis. A stop was put 
to the proceedings of this commission, but it 
is expected the matter will be taken up again 
after the close of the war. If it is determined 
to adopt the single gold standard the war in- 
demnity from China will doubtless be used as 
a gold reserve for the purpose of bringing all 
the currency of the country up to the gold 
standard.

“HAVOC WROUGHT BX THE BIG GUNA 


Warships at Terribie Dissdvantage When 
Pitted Against Forts. 

Tokio, March 12, via Victoria, B. C., March 
28.—One of the facts brought into strong 
prominence in connection with the recent 
operations at Wel-Hai-Wel is the helpless- 
ness of ships against well-constructed forts, 
admirably located, and armed with disap- 
pearing guns. The Chinese ships and main- 
land forts and artillery, which, after falling 


into Japanese possesion, co-operated with ‘ 


the fleet in bombarding the insular defenses, 
never succeeded in touching these forts once. 
They femained to the end absolutely unim- 
paired by the storm of iron which was di- 
rected against them. Similar immunity was 
enjoyed even by an ordinarily constructed 
fort on the Liukung. The Japanese ships 
did no harm whatever, while on the other 
hand the Chinese gunners in the forts, 
though not conspicuous for their skill, suc- 
ceeded in hitting and more or less seriously 
damaging no less than seven of the Japa- 
nese ships, killing twenty-nine men and 
wounding thirty-six. ) 

Had the attack been later it is doubtful 
whether the Japanese squadron would not 
have been held completely at bay, so far as 
the forts were concerned, for the Chinese 
were engaged in constructing on the highest 
eminence of Shi Hi Island a fort which, 
firing from a height of 400 feet above sea 
level, would have been a terrible foe. Al- 
though the ascent to the position chosen for 
this fort is so steep as to be difficult even for 
the pedestrian, the Chinese had succeeded 
in dragging to the top two large guns, and 
two others were waiting on the beach to be 
placed in the same position.. Another week 
would have seen this fort in fighting order, 
and had its cannonading been added to that 
of the five other forts on the islands, any 
naval force attempting to bombard the place 
would have suffered terribly. 

The experiences of Japanese ships engaged 
in the bombardment of Wei-Hai-Wei show 
how terrible is the effect of modern artillery 
fire. One big shell, fairly planted, almost. 
suffices to deprive a medium-sized vessel of 
her fighting capacity. Grewsome stories 
are told of the havoc wrought by a solitary 
missile. 

The Tsuttshi, for example, which led the 
attacking squadron in the bombardment of 
the insular forts at Wei-Hai-Wei on Feb. 7, 
was struck by a shell which, entering from 
the starboard bulwark, passed out on the 
port side. A-sailor who was standing in the 
path of the missile was, af course, rent to 
fragments. The shell then cut an iron stan- 
chion three inches in diameter, and finally 
tore its way through the port balwark and 
dropped into the sea. Two sailors who were 
standing on either side of the stanchion 
were dismembered, their legs and arms be- 
irig hurled into the air and lodged in buckets 
or dashed flat against the planks. 

Another shell hit Tenryu,her second officer 
in command, who was coming aboard th 
ship at the time. His body was swept inte 
the sea, one of his legs remaining on the 
bridge. A boat was immediately lowered, 
but nothing except his head could be found 
floating in the water. 

Immediately after the shell struck the 
ship a tornado of iron and wood splinters 
blew into the engine room, wounding five’ 
men. Instances of a like nature could be 
multiplied, but there is an appalling same- 
ness about all of them. 

The fact is, the incomparably greater vul- 
nerability of a ship handicaps it seriously 
in a fight with a fort. A dozen shells froma 


ship's guns may exhaust their energy upone 


the massive patapets of a fort, whereas one 
shot from the heavy guns of the latter can- 
not fail to inflict cruel injury upon a ship if 
it strikes her. The question of a moving and 
a stationary target seems to be of secondary 
importance.

Iam receiving letters from old soldiers and 
others almost daily making inquiries as to our 
climate, resources, rainfall, etc. I wish to im- 
press on you the fact that Port Angelesis about 
430 miles farther north than Chicago. The 
average temperature for January, February, and 
March in Chicago is 28 degrees above, and at 
Port Angeles is 37 degrees. The average in 
Chicago for the three summer months: is 69 
degrees and in Port Angeles is 56 degrees, so 
hee see we do not have it as cold in winter or as 

ot in summer as you have it. 

Our average rainfall is 29.2 inches per year: in 
Chicago the average i$ 35 inches per year; Cape 
Flattery. sixty-five miles west of us, has an ‘uver- 
age of 89 inches of rainfall per year; and 
Olympic, southeast of here, has an average of 51 
inches. The reason Port Angeles, which is be- 
twevn the two, has so much less rainfall is be- 
cause the highest part of the Olympic Mount- 
ains lies to the southwest of this part of 
Clallam County and receives the bulk of 
the rain on their west side, as

nine-tenths of all our storms come from that di- 
rection. Yet there bave been but two months in 
the last eleven years that we have not had rain. 
Take the last winter and compare our tempera- 
ture with that in any part of the Eastern States 
and note the difference: Somporatare for Decem- 
ber, 1894, 38 degrees above; January, 1895, 34.7 
above; February, 36.8 above. The coldest day 
the last winter was 26 above, Jan. 7; warmest, 
Jan. 12, 48 degrees above.

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CRIME IS LAID BARE. 


POLIOE SOLVE THE MYSTERY OF 
THE MUTILATED NEGRESS. 


She Is Mary Martin and William Cw#:ar, 
with Whom She Lived Since Last Au- 
gust in New York, Is Arrested, Charged 
with the Muarder—Supt, Byrnes Recites 
the Details as Ascertained by His De- 
tectives=Report of William Zilegler’s 
Death tn Florida Not Confirmed. 


New York, April 3:—The mutilated corpse 
found Sunday morning in the areaway at 
Sixth avenue and Waverly place has been 
positively identified as the remains of Mary 
Martin, the negreéss, who lived with a West 
Indian negro known as William Cesar. The 
identification was made by Hannah Coles, 
colored, who knew her well. Her statements 
to the police started an investigation which 
resulted in the arrest of Cesar, and the con- 
viction that. he was the murderer. Supt. 
Byrnes today recited the following story of 
the crime, based on what his detectives ascer- 
tained, and he says every fact can be proved. 

The couple nad lived together since last 
August in two rooms on Twenty-seventh 
street, Friday night the couple hada violent 
quarrel and the woman threw a glass at the 
man, hitting him on the head. He then 
threw her down on the floor after having 
grasped her. by the throat with both hands. 
There he had her throat in such a grasp he 
thought he had killed her, but when he re- 
leased his hold he discovered she was still 
breathmg. Then he secured the piece of 
cheese cloth which Was found tied around her 
neck Sunday morning. ‘This he put around 
her throat and twisted it, and then tied it into 
a double knot and strangled her. 

He sleptas soundly afterwards as if the 
dead woman was not almost within his sight. 
The next morning he went to work as usual, 
locking. the door behind him. At noon: he 
went back to the house, unlocked the door to 
see if the body had_ been disturbed, and then 
returned to his work. Saturday evening 
Cesar went back to his home and prepared to 
dispose of the body of the woman he had 
killed. On his way to his rooms he borrowed 
a butcher’s cleaver from a man he knew. He 
first attempted to cut the legs off at the hips, 
but faiied in that, and then cut them both off 
above the knees. Having proceeded so far, 
he took a piece of the carpet on the floor and 
an old rug which wasin the room and rolled 
the body up inthem, after having tied the 
hands firmiy so that they might not fall 


apart. 

It was at this time not later than 8:30 or 
8:45. He picked up the bundle and took it 
in his arms from the house. which is not far 
from Seventh avenue, to Sixth avenue, »here 
he boarded a Sixth avenue horse car bound 
down-town and stood on the front platform. 
There were other people in the car at the 
time, but no one appeared to have paid any 
special attention to the negro who had a 
large bundle. As the car stopped at Waverly 
place Cesar got off and walked over to the 
west side of the street in front of the building 
of the New York Bank Note company. The 
man is not powerful. He leaned ugainst the 


frail in front of the ouilding to rest.and put 


the bundle on top of the railing, which is 
some five inches in width. ln some way, how- 
ever, the bundle slipped and feil over the rail- 
ing upon the ground on the other side. To 
attempt to put it together again the negro 
saw would be useless, and so he concluded to 
let it remain there and walked quietly away. 

There it lay undiscovered until 6 o'clock 
Sunday morning, when young Phillips found 
itas he was on his way to early morning 
mass in a neighboring church. Sunday even- 
ing, the Superintendent says, Czesar went to 
his rooms and burned up theeffects of the 
woman. When the rooms were examined to- 
day alter the prisoner’s arrest the walls were 
found spattered with blood. ; 

Cesar is 28 years old and was born in the 
West Indies. eis ua little above medium 
height and is black-skinned. He has been in 
this city since 1890. 


WILLIAM ZIEGLER MAY BE ALIVE, 


Report of His Drowning on a Fiorida 
Cruise Not Confirmed. 

New York, April 3.—{Special.]—The re- 
ported drowning of William Zeigler, the mil- 
lionaire in Biscayne Bay, on the Wlorida 
coast, is not confirmed. Mrs. Zeigler is at 
Palm Beach, from which point Mr. Zeigler’s 
yacht,the Robinson Crusoe,sailed some days 
ago for a cruise among the Florida Keys. 
Mr. Zeigler made his great fortune in the 
Royal Baking Powder business, out of 
which he took $4,000,000 through the sale of 
his interest to his partners. His fortune is 
estimated at $7,000,000, ¢ 

Palm Beach, Fla., April 3.—The rumor 
circulated here April 1 to the effect that the 
sloop Robinson Crusoe was wrecked off Key 
Largoes, an island situated at the southern 
end of Bay Biscayne, eighty miles south of 
here, and that its crew and passengers, 
including Messrs. Zeigler and Wells of New 
York, were lost, is thought to be false. It 
left here Thursday, Feb. 28, in charge of 
Capt. Piscock, its owner, who is an old and 
experienced sailor and knows the Florida 
coast thoroughly. There have been no 
storms along this part of he coast since 
they left, and as the rumor has not been con- 
firmed it is believed to be groundless. There 
is no communication between here and Bay 
Biscayne except by schooners or overland 
stage and it is impossible to get any details 
concerning tHe party. Mrs. Zeigler and her 
son are in the hotel here. 


The reported drowning of William Zeigler 
of Brooklyn, N. Y., while on a fishing trip 
off the east coast of Florida caused much 
excitement among his friends here in Chi- 
cago.

To Take His Punishment at Once. 

Today Griffin expects to furnish bonds for 
$15,000 and waive a preliminary examina- 
tion. This will send the case direct to the 
Federal grand jury. If an indictment is 
found Griffin's lawyers say he will plead 
guilty and begin to serve his penitentiary 
sentence without delay. 

Griffin is a. small, nervous-looking, clean- 
shaven man of 36. He is a native of Wis- 
consin and has been in the employ of the 
Northwestern Bank in various capacities 
since 1880. His advancement in position 
was rapid. As assistant cashier Griffin had 
charge of what is called the ‘“ working 
funds,’’ amounting to about $400,000. He 
also wrote and signed the checks and drafts 
which pass between the bank and its coun- 
try correspondents. Last November Grif- 
fin began to speculate in stocks and grain, 
and as his losses were heavy he used the 
funds of the various country banks, or 
rather the credit of these banks, to make 
up his margins. He began by using the 
credit of a Kansas City bank, then when 
discovery was near he switched to a Rock- 
ford, Ill, bank, and finally concentrated 
his operations on the United States National 
Bank of Omaha.. These outside banks when 


it is necessary wire the Northwestern to 1 


transfer vario sums of money by wire or 
mail to their Eastern correspondents. It 
was Griffin’s duty to attend to these trans- 
fers, and the only check the bookkeepers 
had on him was his own transfer tickets. 
Griffin took advantage of this to make out 
bogus tickets and put the cash in his pocket. 
In this way he used up ovem $50,000 of the 
money belonging to the Unit States Na- 
tional Bank of Omaha, reducing its credit 
at the Northwestern to $30,000 when it 
should have been $80,000. 


S:e.lsx $50,000 ard Confesses. 


March 22 Bank Examiner McKeon began 
an investigation of the books of the bank. 
There was nothing at that time to show any 
shortage in Griftin’s accounts. The latter, 
however, was worried and knew the embez- 
zlement could not be long concealed. Satur- 
day noon he went into the vautt and took a 
package of $50,000 in bills. With this money 
he bought at the Metropolitan National a 
draft, which he deposited with his own bank 
to the credit of the United States National 
of Omaha, thus squaring the account of the 
latter. Then Griffin went to the house of 
Vice-President Dummer, No. 115 Pine street, 
and made a confession. This was done in 
anticipation of Monday’s mail from Omaha, 
which Griffin knew would bring to Bank Ex- 
aminer McKeon a statement showing a dis- 
crepancy of $50,000 in the credit account of 
the United States National unless the short- 
age was made good by that time. 

There was a hasty conference by Mr. Dum- 
mer and Mr. McKeon and an investigation 
of the books showed that Griffin had cor- 


rectly stated his stealings at $50,000. Asthe 
Northwestern has a credit to the profit and. 


loss account of $65,000 the steal does not af- 
fect its capital or surplus in any way, but it 
was desired to push the case vigorously. A 
warrant for Griffin’s arrest was sworn out 
in the United States Court by Examiner Mc-: 
Keon and he was taken into custody Tues- 
day at his home on South Hoyne avenue. 
Griffin is a married man and has two chil- 
dren, a girl of 8 and a boy of 5 years. He 
owns the Hoyne avenue house. 

There is considerable realty, especially 
Lake View property, standing in the name 
of Mrs.Griffin, but most of it is heavily mort- 
gaged. Griffin was a large speculator in 
real-estate equities, and was interested in a 
number of business schemes, one of which 
was the formation of an electric railway to 
ort Sheridan. But most of the bank's $i, - 
000, and his own cash as well, went in stock 
and grain speculation. 


Asks But One Favor. 


* There’s no use denying the thing,” Grif- 
fin said to a reporter for The Tribune last 
night. “I took the money, and I lost it in 
speculation,and I have got to face the music. 
There is only one favor I ask. Don’t say [ 
squandered the money on wine or women.” 

Griffin was prominent in West Side circles. 
He was President of the Ashiand club until 
yesterday noon, whien, to relieve his club as- 
sociates from emba ment, he sent in his 
resignation. He is J urer of the Bankers’ 
Council of the National Union and of one of 
the councils of the Royal League, but claims 
the funds of these societies are intact. There 
was never a day that = could not have walk- 
ed off with $400,000 in cash, and one of the 
things that seems to please his superiors is. 
that he was considerate enough not to do so. 


Some months ago, it is said, Griffin took a 


Parior 0. of the Palmer House was filled 
with representatives of all branches of the 
grain business yesterday afternoon. The 
Railroad and Warehouse Commission was in 
session to hear the complaints made against 
the warehousemen by receivers and shippers 
of grain. 

The subject matter was presented to the 
commission last week and the question of 
jurisdiction was raised. The commission ar- 
ranged toanswer the elevator men on that 
point yesterday and presented an opinion 
from the Attorney-General which affirms the 
right of the commis:ion to hear the com- 
plaints. It wasjin effect that the board has 
the right to hear complaints and revoke li- 
censes of warehousemen where it is shown 
that the law of the Strate has been vislated. 

Mr. Moloney recited the law requiring ele- 
vator companies to secure a license before 
engaging in business and providing that the 
same court that would grant such a license 
could likewise revoke it; This same law, the 
Attorney-General said, provided that the RKail- 
way and Warehouse Commission had the 
power, in all cases where violations of the law 
were alleged. to investigate the same and to 
cancel licenseg where they were abused. After 
a close examination of the statutes governi 
the subject. he said he was compelled to hol 
to the opinion that the board would not over- 
step its jurisdiction if it were to revoke-a 
license should there be sufficient evidence 
presented to warrant such action. 

The commission overruled the motion made 
by Attorneys Custer and Monroe to quash the 
complaints. 

New motions were at once presented in 
which it was held that. the complaints were 
faulty in many respects. The attorneys for 
the elevator people insisted that the com- 
| plaints were of such an indefinite nature that 
they had no stanaing before the commission. 

The objections were in the main based on 
technical pwints and some of them were 
promptly overruled by the Chairman of the 
commission. The original com plaint,signed by 
Messrs. Ross and Hill, whom Attorney Moa- 
woe styles the oversensitive Board of Trade 
men, charges the elevator mén in general 
termns with dealingin grain stored in regular 
elevators and controlled by them. Mr. Mon- 
roe cited several ways in which warehouse 
nen could dealin grain as charged without 
in any sense violating the law and urged that 
the complaint was not explicit. Ail these 
points will ve cleared up today and the com- 
mission will get at the merits of the case. 
About forty subpcnaes have been sent out to 
grain dealers who will testify as to the 
methods employed by warehousemen.

Auditor Gore Completes the Tabulation of

tle the question that a trust fund once mixed 
with other funds is, in the event of the 
trustee’s bankruptcy, lost to the beneficiary, 
except in so far as he may recover it asa 
general creditor. He has no prior claim. 
In the instances of trust companies carrying 
on a co-banking’ business the decision is 
said by lawyers to mean, in other words, 
that unless an estate held in trust by the 
trust company is in allits parts actually and 
literally kept separate from the business of 
the bank, the people who enjoy it must be 
placed on a level with the depositors if the 
bank smashes. The bare fact that the trust 
company agreed to keep the funds or securi- 


‘ties apart from the bank will not help the 


heirs into a position ahead,of the general, 
creditors if the failure discloses the agree- 
ment was not carried out: The honesty of 
the officers is made their dependence. 

The decision was rendered on an. appeal by 
Susan Bayer from judgment rendered ina 
suit brought by her against the American 
Trust and Savings Bank, assignee for Her- 
mann Schaffner & Co. Mrs. Bayer held a 
certificate of deposit issued to her by Schaff- 
ner & Co. for $2,700. Her deposit had orig- 
inally been a larger amount, but by various 
drafts had been reduced to the figure named, 
a new certificate being issued when each 
draft was made. June 1, 1893, John M. 
Bayer, her husband, presented a certificate 
for $2,900, representing: her then credit bal- 
ance, and drew $200, taking as usual a new 
certificate for the balance. Two days later 
Schaffner & Co. collapsed. 


Decidey Against Mrs. Bayer. 


Mrs. Bayer filed a petition in the County 
Court against the assignee to recover $2,700. 
In the trial she seteup the claim that she 
was a preferred creditor. Her husband and 
another witness testified that Hermann 
Schaffner agreed with John M. Bayer when 
the latter drew $200 June 1 to tie the remain- 
der of the money in a package and hold it 
until the wife wished it. The act, it was al- 
leged, created the money a special trust fund 
not part of the assets of the bank. Her- 
mann Schaffner was dead at the time of the 
trial, so no evidence controverting this tes- 
timony was presented: Judge Scales gave 
judgment against Mrs. Bayer. The Appel- 
late Court, to which the case was carried, 
did likewise. The Supreme Court now af- 
firms the findings of the lower court. 

In its opinion the court states it is satisfied 
Schaffner never agreed to put Mrs. Bayers’ 
$2,700 aside. The statements of the hus- 
band, John M, Bayer, and his witness, Scott, 
are characterized as unworthy of belief. 
The evidence and the books of the bank 
show that no such promise was complied 


“with. On the contrary, the money remained 


in the general fund of the bank. Continuing 
the court says: 

“It has frequently been announced as the 
law of this State that even in a case where a 
definite and actual trust fund, which pos- 
sesses all the attributes of a separate and 
distinct identity, has been so mixed and 
mingled with other funds as to render iden- 
tification impossible, the beneficiary of the 
trust, in the event of the insolvency of the 
trustee, is remitted to the position and the 
rights of a general creditor. And where the 
relation between the parties is primarily 
that of debtor and creditor, and there isa 
mere unperformed agreement on the part 


‘of the debtor to create a specific fund which 


shall possess a separate identity, and to hold 
the same aga trust, it would be illogical and 
inconsistent with these adjudications to 
hold that such creditor occupies a stronger 
position than one who is primarily the ben- 
paar sg of a distinct and identified trust 
fund,”’ 


Opinion of Levy Maver. 


Levy Mayer, who argued the sase for the 
assignee, the American Trust and Savings 
Bank, said: 

“This decision now sets at rest in this 
State. the contention that one who makes a 
special deposit or puts money into the trust 
department of any bank is entitled to a 
preference if the moneys are commingled 
with the general funds of the bank. The 
right to maintain a preference in such case 
depends entirely upon the good faith and 
honesty of the depository. If the latter 
does not keep trust or special deposits sep- 
arate and apart from its general moneys 
no right of priority can be established no 
matter upon what arrangement the deposit 
was based or trust created. The mere ac- 
ceptance of a trust fund and the agreement 
to hold the same as a distinct entity will 
and can avail nothing if there be such a 
confusion as I have indicated.,”’ 


MAY EXTEND THE SHERIDAN ROAD, 


Delegation Goes to Springfield ta Advo- 
cate a Boulevird Bill, 

Volney Foster, President, and Alexander 
Clark, Secretary of the Sheridan Road Asso- 
ciation, and a delegation of north shore prop- 
erty-owners left last night for Springfield to 
look after a bill for creating parks and pleas- 
ure boulevards in the State, which comes up 
before the Judiciary committee tomorrow: 
The billis for the organization of parks and 
the granting of submerged land along naviga- 
ble water, and confers on each town the power 
of creating parks within its boundaries, It 
applies particularly to Evanston, where it is 
the aim of the people to create a park out of 
the shallow water off that town.

TO ASK FOR SERMONS ON BIRDS. 


Audubon Society Seeks to Enlist the Sym- 
pathy of Churches, 

The Audubon Society met yesterday at the 
Athenaeum. Fresh hope was given to the 
little band by the information that the wife 
of Casimir-Perier, the recent President of 
the French Republic, had declared against 
the use of birds on bonnets. It was resolved 
to send a message of good cheer to the noble 
Frenchwoman across the water. It was de- 
cided to ask all the Sabbath-schools of the 
city to devote at least one Sunday of each 
year to the study of birds, their habits, the 
good they do, and what can be learned from 
them. A lesson leaf apropos of the subject 
has been prepared by the Rev. R. F. Johnnot 
of Oak Park. These will be sent to the Sun- 
day-schools. <A further effort will be made 
to induce the ministers of the various 
churches to preach at least one sermon dur- 
ing the year on birds. The members of the 
society speak in high praise of the efficient 
help given them by Illinois’ Game Warden, 
Charles H. Blow, who is now at Springfield 
in the interest of a bill on birds. After the 
business meting the Rev. G. Buffett Pratt 
read a paper on ornithology prepared from 
his own observations.

POSTOFFICE LOOTED. 


MIDDAY ROBBERY AT SPRINGFIELD 
NETS $10,000 LOSS. 


Vault Suiabe with Duplicate Keys While - 
Postmaster Ridgely and Most of the 
Employes Are at Lunch=Not Discev- 
ered Until 5 O’clock and Ne Clew to 
the Thieves=Koefting Loses His Last 
Appeal asd Must Go to Prison=—General 
News from the Northwest. 

Springfield, I[ll., April 3.—The postoffice 
here was looted of abou® $10,000 worth of 
stamps and siverware today. The robbery 
was committed about 12:30 o’clock while 
Fostmaster Redick M. Ridgely was at din- 
ner. The robbery was not discovered until 
& o'clock, and those implicated have so far 
covered up their tracks. 

Access was gained to the vault by the use 
of duplicate keyes at noon when the major- 
ity of the employes are at lunch. No de- 
scription of the robbers is available, as no 
one saw them, and in consequence consider- 
able apprehension is felt that it will be im- 
possible to locate them. This is strength- 
ened by the fact that the perpetrators of the 
robbery have nearly five hours’ start, and 
they doubtless left the city before the dis- 
covery was made that the vault had been 
entered. 

Postmaster Ridgely usually goes to lunch 
at 12:30 o'clock and remains away an hour. 
It was during his absence that entrance was 
effected and the stamps and silverware were 
taken. The vault is leeated in his private 
office and the combination is turned 
only at night, as it is necessary to use the 
In order to secure 
entrance to the vault two keys had in all 
probability to be used, one to open the 
spring-lock on the door of the office and the 
other to the inner door of the vault. Both of 
these doors were locked when Mr. Ridgely 
returned to the office after lunch. The first 
of the month the postoffice received $10,000 
worth of stamps and these were taken, with 
the exception of two days’ sales, probably 
amounting to $2,000. Besides this Mr. 
Ridgely had stored in the vault his daugh- 
ter’s, Mrs. Devereaux’s, wedding presents, 
valued at $1,000. The stamps and silver- 
ware would make an enormous package, 
and it is hard to conceive of a method to 
take them from the building in broad day- 
light without observation. 


lacovered Late in the Div. 

It was 5 o’clock when Assistant Post mhs- 
ter McMurphy had occasion to go to the 
vault for stamps. He found the interior of 
the vault in wild disorder and everything of 
value removed. This was the first intima- 
tion that the place had been looted. Only a 
small amount of money was taken, about 
$50, which had been received for rent of 
boxes. Mr. Ridgely until a few days ago 
had about $30,000 in cash inthe vault, and 
the theory is advanced that the thieves had 
some intimation of this and that they were 
after it. The work is no doubt that of ex- 
perts, and they were compelled to work for 
fully a week in order to secure their keys, 
as the only opportunity they could avail 
themselves of was at noon, when the post- 
master and most of the clerks are away. 

The vault robbed is the same used as the 
Internal Revenue Department, being parti- 
tioned. Chief Clerk W. R. Vredenburg of 
the revenue office heard some one in the 
postoffice vault about 1 o'clock. About this 
time Miss Davis, a clerk in the postoffice, 
passed by Mr. Ridgely’s private office. She 
noticed two men standing in the corridor, 
but nothing in their actions excited her sus- 
picion, as the hallway is used by all of the 
employes of the building. Both men, she. 
says, were standing near the door of the of- 
fice, but as it is rather dark there she is un- 
able to describe them. 


Work of Three Men, Probably. 


The authorities have begun work on the 
case with the supposition that at least three 
men were concerned in the robbery. None 
of the employes of the department have 
keys to the vault, only the Postmaster and 
assistant having access to it. During the 
last winter the town has been infested with 
an unusually large number of race-horse 
touts, skin gamblers, gold-brick men, and 
short-card men. This has been especially 
grue the last two or three weeks, and at 


} present some of these are suspected of 


knowing something of the robbery, if not 
actually concerned in it. 

As soon as the robbery was discovered the 
authorities at Washington and Chicago were 
notified and special agents are expected here 
soon. Cities all over the State have been no- 
tified and every outgoing train watehed. The 
size of the bundle containing the stolen prop- 
erty leads the Postoffice officials to hope the 
men may be caught. 


KOETTING LOSES HIS LAST APPEAL, 


Supreme Court Declares Hi« Conviction 
at Milwaukee ‘Was Valid. 


Madison, Wis., April 3.—[Special.}—The 
Supreme Court today decided that John B. 
Koetting, ex-Cashier of South Side Savings 
Bank of Milwaukee, convicted of receiving 
deposits after his bank was insolvent, will 
have to serve out his sentente of five years 
in prison. The ‘case came to the court ona 
writ of habeas corpus under the claim that 
the law under which Koetting was convict- 
ed was unconstitutional on the ground that 
it was an amendment of the State banking 
law, which the Constitution provides shall 
not be amended except by vote of the peo- 
ple. The opinion of the court was rendered 
by Justice Winslow, and is that the law is 
valid, and Koetting is remanded to the cus- 
tody of the Sheriff. The court was unani- 
mous in its decision. After reviewing the 
nature of the offense and the laws on the 
subject the opinion concludes: 

‘‘The statute is not an amendment to 
the banking law, but-a general-law apply- 
ing alike to banks and to general persons, 
which affects no banking right or privilege 
but simply’ punishes an act fraudulent in 
its nature, for which the banking law pro- 
vides no punishment. Such a law is clear- 
ly within the power of the Legislature to 
enact.”’

FIREMAN’S GRIT, MUSCLE, AND A HOOK. 


How He Carried a 195-Pound Woman 
Down a Ladder. 

New York Sun: Fireman George W. Fack- 
ner of Engine Company 40, in West Sixty- 
eighth street; was asked yesterday by a Sun 
reporter to tell how he went to work to carry 
Hielen Brady, a cook, weighing 195 pounds, 
do six stor ies of fire escapes Thursday 
evening, when the Gladys Hotel, at Columbus 
avenue and Seventy-fifth street, was afire. 
Fackner weighs 158 pounds. 7 

Fackner is an assistant driver. Engine 40 
was due first at the fire at the Gladys, andas 
soon as it got there Thursday evening Capt. 
Cowie decided that the fire looked as if it 
might become a bad one and he ordered a sec- 
ond alarm sent in. A large crowd had al- 
ready gathered in the streets, and after every 
one was supposed to be out of the hotel the 
crowd saw a woman leaning from a sixth- 
floor window. She screamed hysterically 
for a few moments and then disappeared 
from the window. This was just after Engine 
40 had arrived, and the onlookers told Capt. 
Cowie about the woman. The Captaim or- 
dered Fackner to take a scaling ladder and 
rescue the woman. 

The scaling ladder is a single pole, with 
narrow cleats affixed to it that project five 
inches at either. side. At the top is a broad 
hook shaped to grip a window sill. This 
Fackner hooked to the fire escape platform 
_at the first floor, and he went up itand from 
there by the regular fire-escape ladders to 
the top story. There he found the woman 
seated in a chair and apparently completely 
bewildered. She was so dazed from the ef- 
fects of fright and the smoke that filled the 
r room that she could nottalk. The flames in 
. the back part of the building could be seen 
from the room, Fackner says. He tried to 
reassure the woman, WhOsé size made it de- 
sirable that she be got out by way of the 
roof if possible, and he went to examine the 
way to the roof scuttle. He found the pas- 
age way too thick with smoke for the wom- 
an to attempt to use it, and them he told her 
there was only one way to get down, anil 
that was by the fire-escape ladders, down 
which he would carry her. She at first said 
- she could not go down that way, but after- 
ward became calm, and the descent was be- 
gun ‘with the woman seated on Fackner's 
t right shoulder. 

He held her by his right arm and used 
his left hand to accomplish his descent. 
,He was provided with thé firéman’s belt, a 
heavy one four inches wide, to which is 
attached a big spring hook or “ snap,”’ 
worked like the “snap” on the ordinary 
“hitéehing strap’’ uséd by drivers to tie 
their horses when stopping along the road. 


} At points on the way down it became neces- 


sary to stop for a few moments to rest, and 
‘then the hook was caught to one of the 
rungs of the ladder, so giving Fackner a 
_rest by supporting him at the waist. 

Whenever the woman became tired she 
would speak and they would stop. She 
steadied herself on the way down by clasp- 
ing the rungs of the ladders. The ladders 
run in ‘line from thé first story to the top, 
. @nd the openings at the balconies are. very 
_large and are digectty in line, so that a’slip 
might have meant a fall all the way down. 
At the first floor balcony Fackner lowered 
the regular fire escape ladder, not caring 
to attempt the rest of the descent on the 
scaling ladder. 

The descent occupied nearly fifteen min- 
utes, and during that time the crowd was 
silent, but when the rescue was accom- 
plished it gave great cheers. Both persons 
were pretty well exhausted. Helen Brady 
was taken to-a neighboring store, where 
some woinen attended her, and Fackner 
went back to work. He has been'in the Fire 
Department. service. for two years, and at 


December last. Before that he was with 
’ Engine 29 in Fulton street. He had the 
boty instruction in the use of life-saving 
‘ appertos that is given to probationary can- 
d es for the department, and appears to 
‘ have been interested in it. He is a cooper 
_ by trade, and the muscular activity of his 
: trade seasoned him, as he terms it, so that 
ves oe are not likely to collapse sud- 
enly. 
While he was driving to Park avenue and 
Ninety-fourth street on the morning of last 
month’s great storm Fackner’s feet were 
frozen and he was disabled for ten days. 
About a week after his return to duty he

FINDS A VERDICT AGAINST THE BANK. 


M. L. Barrett Wins in His Suit Against 
the Atles Nationsl. 

A jury in Judge Smith's court yesterday 
brought in a verdict in the suit of M. L. Bar- 
rett against the Atlas National Bank, find- 
ing in favor of the plaintiff for $2,307. Bar- 
rett sued the bank on a $2,000 note which 
had been given to the Atlas Bank for collec- 
tion in Sioux City. Barrett was a depositor 
in the bank of the Meadowcroft brothers 
and first gave the note to them for collection. 
The Meadowcrofts in turn gave the note to 


the Atlas and the latter made the collection, 


but applied the proceeds on the account of 
the Meadowcrofts with the Atlas, using the 
money to protect the notes of the Meadow- 
crofts in the clearing-house. A few days 
after the note had been collected the failure 
of the Meadowcrofts came and the money. 
was lost. Barrett sued the Atlas on the 
ground that as the note was received for 
collection the proceeds should have been 


r sent to the Meadowcroft Bank at once for 


his use and should not have been added to 
any account which-the Atlas had with the 
Meadowcroft Bank. The jury sustained the 
plaintiff in his view of the ease. 


Byings Suit for Alleged Siander. 

Thomas D. Waterbury, the President of the 
bucket-shop corporation of Maleclm & Water- 
bury, whicirfatied last? week, has commenced a 
$50,000 damage suit in the Circuit Court against 
Charles W. Barwell of Green County, La., for al- 
leged slander. The plaintiff says the corpora- 
tion had $5,000 in a bank in Iowa, which was 
placed to their credit by Mr. Barwell to protect 
margins in hi; transactions. Mr. Barwell came 
to Chicago about the time of the failure and 
swore out a warrant before Justice Lyon charg- 
ing him with embezzlement.
